WASsmxdrox, D. C., Jan. 25.—** Guilty, as 
indicted,” said, one by one, each of the 
twelve men who for seventy-three days have 
been sittingin judgment upon the Presi- 
dent’s assassin. 

“My blood be upon the head of tha: Pd 
God willavenge this outrage! Titat’s my 
answer!” shouted Guiteau for tne last time 
from the dock. 

It was a wild, wein 4, aistorical scene. The 
day had been one of unusual irritation in the 
courtroom. Guiteau’s foul-mouthed, inso- 
lent defiance had, with greater per- 
sistence than usual, interfered break 
the force of Judge Porter’s el argu- 
ment, and the vocabulary of vituperation of 
this “chosen man of God” bad been. 
“You are a bypocrit! You are a repro- 
bate! You are an infernal scoundrel! 

YOU 4RE ROTTEN-HEABTED! 
You are a liar, Porter, and don’t you forget 
it!’ But the meshes of the law were being 
closed about this blasphemous murderer, 
and, at ten minutes past 3 o’clock, Judge 
Porter closed his remarkable speech. 
within ten minutes of the end of it Guitea 
had béen incessant in his interruptions, but 
as Judge Porter began his eloquent and im- 
pressive peroration with the words, “The 
time has come when I must close,” 
fear seemed to paralyze the tongue that has 
cast forth so much foulness. The cheek of 
the assasin began to blanch, his eyes were 
riveted upon the jury-box, hie hands quiv- 
ered, and he listened with the rest, in 

THE PAINFUL SILENCE 

of that court-room, to the great forensic ora- 
tor’s closing words. Judge Porter, with a 
gracious bow to the Court and jury, took his 
seat, silence even more impressive came 
over the audience that was densely packed 
throughout that dingy court-room..

The revealed declarations 
of Guiteau to the jury that popular opinion 
was with him the Judge warned the jury to 
discard as matter with which they had no con- 
cern, and, while declaring that these inter- 
ruptions could not be prevented, he brushed 
them away as of no effect, and described 
them as the lawless babbieot the prisoner.” 
Judge Cox sketched the nature of mental

AT FIRST HORRIFIED fix. 

Lawyers may raise some objections to the 
rhetorical pictures which Judge Cox drew to 
illustrate the theory of the Government and 
of the defense. They certainly were unusual 
in a charge in a criminal case, and resulted 
perhaps from inexperience. Judge Cox is 
new to the criminal bench, but there can be no 
doubt as to the graphic character of the 
sketches, nor as to the singular faithfulness 
with which they summarized the arguments 
of counsel. Before Judge Cox had concluded 
his argument, the two solitary lamps which 
the Court alone seems to control were 
brought in, Judge Cox reading from one that 
was smoking and flickering, the official ste- 
nographers using the other. 

THOSE TWO LAMPS 

furnished the only light in the darkening 
court-room, and as the Judge concluded his 
charge it was as dark as night. The dark- 
ness increased the solemnity and made the 
scene still more weird and ghostly. The 
jurors peered through the gloom towards 
the bench, the light upon which shone full 
upon Judge Cox’s graveand dignified face. 
The counsel listened with intense eagerness 
to every sentence, but with different emo- 
tions. The prisoner sat dazed and silent in 
the dock. The half-dozen policemen who 
guarded him instinctively drew more 
closely to him, as if apprehensive 
that, in the midnight darkness, their prisoner 
might escape if the opportunity was pre 
sented.

days. The jury left their seats with a sigh 
of relief, and were no longer legal prisoners.

GUITEAU BORE THE VERDICT 
with better courage than had been expected. 
There was no collapse. He was agitated and 


| deathly pale, but his step was quite as sure 


as it was before the verdict was 
known, and he walked through the 
narrow passage to the door with 
only the usual assistance. He was 
taken to the prisoner’s room and hurriedly 
prepared for his trip to the jail. Outside 
there was a driving storm of snow and rain, 
and there had been for hours. Yet there was 
amass of people gathered there, forming a 
double line alonꝶ the passage which led from 
the court-house to the prison van. There 
was an extra crowd of police on duty, and 
the officers were extremely watchful. When 
the convicted assasin of the President ap- 
peared from behind the iron gates of the 
basement of the court-house, the crowd be- 
gan to jeer. officers Were very 
stern and said: ““We have had enough of 
that! Keep silent!” They intimidated the 
rod a little by the quickness and severity 
of their rebuke. The prisoner was hurried 
to the van, and the door was locked. Perry 
Carson, the giant negro Bailiff, mounted the 
steps, and the horses were driven as quickly 
away as the slippery pavement would allow. 
Then the crowd jeered, howled, hooted, and 
‘hurrahed until it was hoarse. It was amid 
such a demonstration of popular approval of 
the verdict as this that Guiteau started on 
his lonely journey to the jail.

ing in mind both these presumptions—that 
is, that the defendant is innocent till he is 
proved guilty, and that lie is sane till the con- 
trary u entertained what is 
called a reasonabie doubt on any ground, or 
as to any of the essential elements of eri. 
then the defendant was entitled to the bene- 


fit ot that doubt, and to acquittal. 


It was important to explain to the jury here, 
in the best way that the Court could, what is 
reasonable donbt. Ee could hardly venture 
to give an exact definition of the term, for he

do so, As te the questions relating to human 
affairs, knowledge of which is derived from 


‘testimony, it was impossibie to have the same 


mind certginly that is created by scientific 
demonstration. The only certainty the jury 
could have was the moral certainty depend- 
ing on the confidence which the jury hed in 
the integrity of the witnesses and in their ca- 


whe had every. opportunity to know the 
truth, a reasonable or morai certainty would 
be imepired by that testimpny. In such a 
case doubt would be unreasonable, or imag- 
inary, or specniative. It ought not be doubt 
as to whether the party might not be in- 
nocent, in the face of strong proofs of his 
guilt, but it is | 

MUST BE SINCERE DOUBT 
whether he had been proved guilty. Even 
when the testimony was contradictory, and 
where so much more credit should be given 
te one side than to the other, the same re- 
sult might be produced. On the other hand, 
the opposing preofs might de so balanced 
that the jury might justly doubt on which 
side, under the circumstances, the truth lay. 
and in such ease the accused party was en- 
titled to the benefit of the doubt. All that 
the fury would be expected to do was to be 
reasonably and morally certain of the facts 


» Which they deciared to be their verdict. 


IN GAASTRATION OF THIS POINT. 
Judge Cox quoted the*eharge of Chief- 
Jastice Shaw, of Massachusetts, in the case 
of the Commonwealth vs. Webster. With 
reference to the evidence in this case, very 
little comment was required by the Court, 
exeept upon one question, the others being 
hardly matters of dispute. That the de- 
fendant fired the shot and shot the deceased 
President was abundantly proved: that the 
wound was fatal had been testified to by 
surgeons Who were competent to speak, and 
they were nncontradieted: that the homicide 
was committed with malice afofethought (if 
defendant ‘were capable of criminal 
intent or malice) could hardly be 
gainsaid. It wus not necessary to 
prove that any special or ex hatred or 
malice. was entertained by accused 
toward the deceased. Wend little difli- 
culty in reaching a conclusion as to all ele- 
ments that made up the crime charged in the 
indictment, except it t be as to the one 
of sound mind, memory, and discretion. 
But that was oniy a technical expression for 
responsibie sane men. He now approached 
that diflicnlt quéstion. He had already sat 
the man who ie insane, so insane as to make 
him irresponsible, cannot commit a crime. 

THE DEFENSE OF INSA 
has been so abused as to be ught into 
grent discredit. It was the last resort in 
cases of unquestioned guilt, It had been 
the excuse for juries to bring in a verdict of 
acquittal when there was public sympathy 
for the accused, and especially where there 
was provocation for the homicide, according 
to public sentiinent, but not accordmg to 
law. It was sufficient to prove that the act 
was done dy deliberate intent, as distinct 
from an act done under certain impulse in 
the Heat of blood and with previous malice. 


Evidence has been exhibited to the jury 


tending to show that the defendant ad- 
mitted jn hig own hamiwriting that 
he had eonceived an idea of removing the 
President,” as he called it, elx weeks before 
the shooting; that he had deliberated upon 


it and come to a determination to do it, and 


that about two weeks before he mplished 
it he stationed himself at certain points todo 
the act, but for some reason was prevented. 
IIis preparation for it by purchasing a pistol 
has been shown. All these facts came up to 
the full measure of proof required to estab- 
lish what the law denominates malice afore- 
thought. The jury would view with disfavor, 
and public sentiment was hostile to it; never- 
theless, if insanity were established to the 
degree necessary, it was a perfect defense for 
an indictment for murder, and must be al- 
lowed full weight. It would be observed 
that in this case there was no trouble 
with any question about what micht be 
called total insanity, such as raving mania or 
absolute imbecility In which all exercise of 
reason is wanting, and where there is no 
recognition of persons; or things, or their re- 
lations, but there was a debatable border left 
betweersanity and insanity. 
' PARTLAL INSANITY WLI, NOT DO. 

The fury would bear in mind that a man 
did not become irresponsible by the mere 
fact of his being partially insane, as the law 
assumed every one at the outset to be sane 
and responsible. The question was, What 
was there in this case to show che contrary 
as to the defendant? The jury was not war- 
ranted in inferring that a man was insane 
from the mere fact of his committing a crime,

THE VERDICT, 
WAITING. 
Wend, D. C., Jan. 2.--After the 
jury had retired a recess was taken until 
half-past 5 o'clock. Many of the au- 
dience who had virtually been impris- 
oned since half-past 9 in the morning 
availed themselves of an opportunity to ob- 
tain fresh air and lunch. The prisoner, at 
his request, had been allowed, soon after the 
jury left the court-room, to retire to a little 
room he has occupied since the trial began as 
a waiting-room during recess. Defoe leav-, 
ing the court-room he evineed con rable 
nervousness, but, on getting away to com- 
parative seclusion, his usual composure and 
assurance soon returned to him. He sent out 
for some apples, with which he treated his 
attendants, meanwhile chatting familiarly 
and goad-naturedly. He was asked what he 
thought the jury would do, and replied; “I 
think they will acquit me or disagree; don’t 
vou?“ Within ten minutes after recess had 
been taken, the jury called to the Bailiff in 
waiting that they were ready with their ver- 
dict. They were informed that a ss had 
been taken and Judge Cox had left the court- 
room. So they remained in their room until 
court reassembled. The rumor that the jury 
had agreed was quickly passed from one to 
another, and an excited crowd surged back 
into the court-room aud anxiously awaited 
what all seemed tg expect—a verdict of guil- 
ty. The musty antique room is devoid of 
gas, aud a score or more of candles, which 
had been placed upon the desks 
of the Judge, ane and reporters, 
imparted a weird” and fancifully -unnat- 
ural aspect to the grim old place.

r WILL BE POR A NEW TRIAL. 

Wasnrnorton, D. O., Jan. %.—Scoville said 
tonight that the next move in the Guiteau 
case would be a motion for a new trial, which 
he expects to file Saturday. The main points 
on wich it is to be based dre: The jury 
erred in rendering a verdict contrary to the 
law, and they erred in rendering a verdict 
contrary to the evidence. Judge Cox, in his 
charge, did not base it upon all the evidence, 
and the jury, during the trial, read newspa- 
pers end had conversations with outside per- 
sons. Should a motion be denied, an appeal 
will be taken to court en bane in April.

Wedidn’t mind Guiteau’s in- 
terruptions, and we understood that Judge 
Cox was giving him liberty so as not to have 
another trial. Guiteau amused us sonie- 
times.

The Leader to-mortow will say: The jury 
at least knew how to perform its vart with 
justice, promptness, and vigor. On the first 
ballot and by a unazimous vote they found 
this. conscienceles, cowardly, selfish, egotist- 
ical, and @tterly depraved assasin to be 
guilty of murder in the first degree. All of 
Reed’s pathos, Scoville’s satire and denunela- 
tion; and Guiteau’s blasphemy and sub- 
tlety,, failed to shake. They sat there 
to do justice and they have done it. For 
their fidelity and level-headedness they. are 
entitled to the thanks ot the entire Nation. 
The verdict surprised no one more than the 
criminal wretch himself.

He has repeatedly asserted his 
belief that the people were on his side, and 
that they would make him President 
in 1854. ow his coward soul will shrink 
and writhe now, as all his glowmg anticipa- 
tions of power and fame suddenly fade away, 
and heis confronted instead with the ghast- 
ly spectacid of the gallows! His abject fright 
and despair will be all the greater because 
his vanity has given him such absolute con- 
fidence in his popularity, and consequently 
in his safety.

s he has been rudely awakened to 

d death staring him in the face. The few 
coming weeks of his sordid and miserabl 
life will be spent in fear and horror of his 
fate. In attempting to deseribe any charac- 
teristics of Guiteau the pen halts in a vain 
attempt to find words which will fully le- 
scribe his enormous wickedness. He is a 
monster of depravity, possessed of a ab- 
normal egotism afid selfishness, devoid of a 
single spark of, friendship or feeling 
for any one t himself, repaying 
the caré and trouble of his relatives and 
counsel with sneers, insults, and abuse. Ile 
has shown himself utterly without a re- 
deeming quality, His life has been thor- 
oughly consistent with its crowning crime. 
It ha been self-seeking, cowardly, degraded, 
and depraved. He was a consummate dead- 
beat and an unscrupulous swindler. His 
death amid the universal contempt and in- 
dignation of the ple is a fitting termina- 
tion of a usel orthless existence.“

JUSTICE HUNT. 
OPPNIONS EXPRESSED PRETTY FREELY RE- 
GARDING HIS PENSION. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicage Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25.—The passage 
of the Senate bill retiring Justice Ward Hunt, 
of the Supreme Court, ona pension was the 
only important piece of business transacted 
by the House today. Debate on the bill was 
limited to one hour under the demand for 
the previous question, and most of that time 
was taken up by the Democratic opponents 
of the bill—Reed, of Maine, who had itin 
charge, graciously allowing some half a 
dozen of them the opportunityof airing their 
demagogism in five-minute speeches. With 
two exceptions all the Democratic speeches 
were in violent opposition to the bill, two or 
three of the orators becoming almost hys- 
terical in their denunciation of thé measure 
and their abuse of Justice Hunt. The ex- 
ceptions were the speeches of Speer and 
Hammond, of Georgia. The former repre- 
sents the independent movement in Georgia 
politics, and is as often found opposing the 
Democratic party as favoring them, and the 
latter is a member of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee which reported the bill. When the vote 
was finally taken upon the bill, it was 
divided almost strictly according to party 
lines, only a few Democrats voting for it— 
among them, of course, Messrs Speer and 
Hammond. 

WHAT WAS SAID IN ONE HOUR. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasuinorton, D. C., Jan. 25.—The Senate 
bill permitting Associate-J ustice Ward Hunt, 
of the United States Supreme Court, toretire 
was taken from the Speaker’s table for pres- 
ent consideration. 

Mr. Reed explained the provisions of the

could be restored to the bench, 

Mr. Reagan opposed the bill as tending to 
build up a privileged class, which was incon- 
sistept with the theory and practice of our 
Government. 

Mr. Hammond advocated the bill. e did 
not know whether or not Justice Hunt wasa 
man of keen sensibility, but he was on the 
Supreme Bench. He could not be gotten rid 
of without impeachment, and he could 
not be impeached unless he com- 
mitted a high crime and misdemean- 
or. The gentleman from ‘Tennessee 
had stated that Justice Hunt had for three 
years drawn a salary which he had not 
earned. Was that any reason why heshould 
draw an unearned salary for four years more, 
and then retire? Was that any reason that 
the American people should be crippled in 
their search for justice. 

Mr. Singleton opposed the measure. 

HE COULD NOT BELIEVE 
a man fitted to occupy a position on the Su- 
preme Bench would hold on to his office 
until he was pensioned. 

Mr. McMillan took the same ground. Jus- 
tice Hunt, knowing that he was an obstruc- 
tion to the administration of justice, held on 
to his office, and said: ° 1 will not get out 
of the way unless you pension me.” He 
(McMillan}would never consent to vote for 
such a measure as was how proposed. 

Mr. Speer defended Justice Hunt from the 
criticisms made upon him.

THEY ARE IN A DILEMA.

WaAsuinerosr, D. C., Jan. 25.—It appears 
that the Republicans in the House are at log- 
gerheads on the tariff question. They are 
aware of the fact that the revenue reformers 
among the Democrats, who make up a large 
part of the Democratic side of the House, 
would stubbornly oppose a Tariff Commission 
bill should such a measure be reported from 
the Ways and Means Committee, and the 
high protectionists are further aware of the 
fact that considerable r of Western 
Republicans, if left to the exer@ise of their 
own judgment, would also ‘oppose the 
commission scheme. These considerations 
have led the extreme protectionists to 
a discussion oof the  desirableness 
of having a Republican caucus to arrang 
tariff program, and. it possible, to force 
moderate protectlonists to support a Commis- 
sion bill.

C. C. BONNEY’S BILL.

‘Bonney, whose bill for a bankrupt law has 
been so thoroughly considered by the Senate 
Committee which isnow drafting a Bankrupt- 
cy bill, is adding such provisions and points 
of argument as are calculated to meet objec- 
tions that have been made to the project. 
‘Che amended bill was received today by the 
Judiciary Committees of the two Houses, 
and it will undoubtedly receive the consider- 
ation which is due it before the final report is 
made. Mr. Bonney, in the explanation which 
accompanies his new draft of the bill, con- 
cludes as follows: : 

I have carefully considered all the objections 
to equity proceedings in bankruptcy to which 
my attention has been called, and believe I have 
answered them, either by some provision of the 
bill or in these suggestions. If such a bin 
should become a law, the difficulties of select- 
ing, appointing, and qualifyms new office-s, and 
of devising and puttmg in operation new forms 
of proceedings and rules of practice would be 
avoided. The legal profession throughout the 
country could at once commence practi in 
bankruptcy, and those.wno need the benefitsof 
a Bankrupt law would receive them without 
any unnecessary expense or delay. Even those 
who doubt the success of the equity experi- 
ment may well give it the preference of a 
trail in view of the facilities with which it may 
be put in practice. If it should fail, no great 
harm could result. If it should succeed a great 
good would have been accomplished. If there 
be a doubt, the benefit of it should be given to 
a proposalto enlarge the scope of a system of 
judicial procedure whose guiding principles are 
equality, equity, and justice—a system that ab- 
hors oppression and fraud in every form,

asystem which bas been confined within too 
narrow limits, and which, with a large field and 
greater liberty of action, would speedily demon- 
strate the superiority of its methods and resutts.

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Tur rebellion in Bosnia and Herzegovina 
against Austria continues to grow, and in its 
incipient stages reminds one at the rebellion 
in the same provinces that initiated the 
Turko-Russian war.

GUITEAU'S CONVICTION. 

The trial of Guiteau closed yesterday after- 
noon, and the jury, after an absence of six 
minutes, returned a verdict of guilt# 

The promptness of this verdict shows how 
utterly barren was the defense, and how 
brazen the pretelise of Insanity. The misera- 
ble assasin pleaded in his defense that he was 
inspired and then «razed by the Almighty to do 
this deed, and was then, by the same agency, 
restored to reason; while his counsel, plead- 
ing also insanity, urged the fact of the de- 
fendant’s plea of divine inspiration as evi- 
dence of his past and continuous insanity. 
The miserable wretch, however, while play- 
ing the Insanity dodge, while acting the 

of an insane man, so overdid the work that it 
left not the leas® suspicion of any taint of 
mental derangement. ‘The prisoner during 
the fiftythree days he has been on trial has 
shown himself in his real light. Intensely 
van and fond of motoriety, anxious that 
his name “should go thundering down 
the ages,” he has nevertheless proved 
himself to be thozoughly informed and 
well posted on the law, and in ali the means 
uf deception and fraud that could be em- 
ployed In his defense. Independent even of 
this murder, the man’s life has been of a 
nan, cowardly, rewengeful character. 
There was nota redeeming incident in nis 
history. Judge Porter, in his terrific ad- 
dress, fairly and properly analyzed the man, 
and portrayed him in fitting colors. He was 
a cowardly assasin, actuated by mean re- 
venge, whose only mental weakness was the 
notion, inspired by his vanity, that those

BISMARCK. , 

The infirmities of age compelled the retire- 
ment of Von Moltke from the command of 
the German army, but it was the profound 
egotism of Bismarck which rendered the act 
of retirement mortifyingly inconspieuous. 
Bismarck’s ijifinence in Germany has been 
as overshadowing as that of Napoleon the 
First was in France. Emerson says of Na- 
poleon: “Men found that his absorbing 
egotism was deadly to all other men. 
This exorbitant egotist narrowed, impover- 
ished, and absorbed. the power and existence 
of those who served him, and the universal 
ery of France and of Europe in 1814 was, 
*Enotigh of him’—* Asses de Bonaparte.“ 

Long familiarity with the arts of diplomacy 
has rendered Bismarck crafty, and during 
his extended career he has often worn the 
mask of liberal ideas. But his earlier utter- 
ances mark him as an aristocrat to the core 
and at heart a despot. In one of his early 
speeches he argued that all great cities 
should be swept from the face of the earth 
because they were the centres of demdcracy 
and eonstitutionalism.” gle exercised a ma- 
lign influence upon Frederick William IV., 
opposing bitterly che reforms which were 
demanded by his subjects, because they 
represented the sovereignty of the people,” 
declaring that “democratic representative 
ideas and the principles upon which the 
Prussiah monarchy rested were mutually ex 
clusive, andcould never be made to amal- 
gamate, the former deriving their authority 
from the will of the people, which is only a 
eupheniism for the club laws of the barri- 
eades, while the latter are of divine installa- 
tion.”’ & 
When William I. came to the throne in 
1861 he was 64 years of age—past the ag- 
gressive period of life. Bismarck was in 
the vigor of mature man —48—and he 
quiekly became the soul of Government, 
the guiding foree, the power behind the 
throne, It was his whispered counsel doubt- 
less that inspired William, as he epowned 
himself with his own hand, to assert em- 
phatically the divine right of Kings.” 

So evil were Bismarck’s ¢Counsels that 
William had not been on the throne a year 


before his Government was embroiled with 4 


the Liberal Parliament to the very verge of 
civil war. Bismarck saved himself by pro- 
voking a war with Denmark, thus diverting 
attention from home affairs, and a few years 
later—1866—precipitated Von Moltke, the 
King, and the Princes upon Austria. Von 
Moltke won battles, humiliated Austria. 
conquered a glorious peace, and the Ming and 
Princes returned to Ber covered with 
military renown. 

Bismarck’s diplomacy consisted in paving 


the way for diseord where his interest de- 


manded war, and in conciliating such Powers 
as he desired should be calm witnesses at the 


contests in which he proposed to engage. 


Thus after his residence at Vienna war en- 
sued with Austria, and after his residence at 
Paris war ensued with France. But du 

his residence at St. Petersburg he was d 
rated with “ the order of St. Alexagder Ne- 
roskl.“ ! 

Made Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1888, 
Bismarck dissolved the Chamber of Deputies 
after lecturing them as if they had been un- 
ruly boys because they rejected his budget. 
The Deputies presented an address to the 
King accusing him with having violated the 
Constitution, against which address Bismarck 
openly protested, but at which he doubtless 
secretly laughed. What did he care for the 
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the most glaring in-

Mr. Seaton’s ideally perfect plan would 
give the three smaller States but seven Rep-

While there is considerable inequality on 
this appOrtionment it is nothing like so great 
as it would be on Seaton’s proposed plan. The 
smalier States would, moreover, feel the loss 
of one Representative which they already have 
far more than the larger States would miss 
the Representative Seaton proposes to give 
them in addition to all they have had before. 
The plan will not bear analysis. It is foolish 
and impracticable.

RECOGNITION OF THE PROBATE COURTS 
BY THE SUPREME COURT. 
lt has already been shown mat the Su- 
preme Court of this State, in its decision 
affecting the constitutionality of the Probate 
Courts, misquoted the Constitution and vio- 
lated the ordinary rules of interpretation. 
There is still to be considered the conflict 
between the present ruling of the court and 
its previous long acquiéscence in the acts of 
the Probate Courts and quast recognition of 

their authority. * 

Codperation between the Judicial and Leg- 
islative Departments of the State Govern- 
ment js taken for granted by the Constitu- 
tion. They are both parts of a single organ- 
ism. Deliberate or factious contention be- 
tween them was not contemplated by the 
framers of the Constitution nor by the people 
of the State. Strife between the stomach 
and the members of the human body would 
not be more fatal to the existence of the indi- 
vidual than the serious antagonism of the 
courts and the Legislature would be to the 
State. The Supreme Court is presumed to 
be anxious to give full effect to all laws 
which the Legislature has seen fit to enact, 
and to construe them as constitutional when 
they are not manifestly in conflitt with the 


organic law. And when it is convinced fo 


any reason that they are unconstitutional it 
is in duty bound to make its opinion known 
at the earliest possible moment. Let us see 


how far this practice has been pursued in: 


the present instance. 

The act establishing the Probate Court of 
Cook County was passed in the spring of 
1877. Under the authority of that act the 
court has been in active operation four years. 
It has administered upon 2,525 estates. ‘The 
value of the property, real and personal, 
which has passed under the view of the Pro- 
bate Judge is estimated at $32,000,000. While 
this work has been going on the Supreme 


present, and but little even is heard of the 
German interventaon for the alleged prisoner 
in the Vatican with which Bismarck was 
preparing to purchase the vote of the Ultra- 
moutanes in the Reichstag.

personal arrangements are made in refer- 
ence to departure, Apparently he is wait- 
ing fo some one to make the first personal 
assault, but as there is ho one to make it he 
may remain till he léaves the Vatican as his 
predecessor left it. ’ 
Meanwhile all the proposed expedients for 
patching up a truce between the: Pope and 
Italy, the international treaty, German inter- 
vention, the cession of temporal power in 
Rome, remain not only In abeyance, but are 
looked upon as futile in the premises be- 
cause they do not satisfy the only claim 
which is made by the Vatican—namely: the 
reéstablisiiment of the temporal power of 
the Papacy, which would be the death-blow 
to Italian unity. It is the dream of the Pope 
and of every eccleajastic about him. If this 
could be lished there would be 
but one way of doing it—namely: by 
brute force. Italy will never surrender 
her unity, nor will she allow tor- 
eign meddlings with her internal. affairs, 
that would be equivalent to the loss of 
r independence; consequently the only 
way to reéstablish the temporal power would 
be by making war upon Italy. There is not 
a Power in Europe but would hesitate long 
before embarking In such a war, the object 
of which would be to reverse the tide of elv- 
ilized progress and set Italy back where she 
was centuries ago. It would be most 
unjust, absurd, illogical war ever fOught in 
the history of mankind. However much 
any European State may desire to have the 
Papa! influence in its favor, it would hardly 
dare to purchase the alliance at the cost of 
the freedom of the Italian people. 
. The only road to the accomplishment of 
the desire of the clericals is impassable be- 
cause Italy blocks the way. The plain and 
easy road to an adjustment of the relations 
between the spiritual and temporal power in 
Italy the clericals are unwilling to take. 
Italy has never questioned the spiritual 
authority of the Pope. ‘The disturbance over 
the removal of the remains of Pius IX. arose 
from the effort of the clericals to use the 
ceremony, contrary ta agreement, for polit- 
ical effect. So the situation remains in a sort 
of deadlock. The Vatican demands the tem- 
poral power. Italy will not concedeit. The 
Pope threatens to leave, and Italy cares very 
little whether he goes or stays. The real 
remedy that would secure good feeling— 
namely: that he should“ render unto Cesar 
the things that ape Cesar’s and unto God the 
things that are God’s”—he is unwilling to use. 
Meanwhile he remains a prisoner in the Vat- 
ican, but only to this extent: that he has 
isolated himself from the sympathy of the 
world by shutting himself up and complain- 
ing of grievances that are puerile, and ob- 
stinately refusing to follow the plain path 
before him, 
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proposes a prohibition of the importation of

The manufacturers of the United States 
are prohibited from importing any steel from 
which to make rails, under a tax of $56 per 
ton, or 210 per cent, and they are prohibited 
by this English patent, held by this combi- 
nation, to make any Bessemer steel in the 
United States. 

The Committee of Ways and Means, under 


the plea of protection, makes itself the organ 


of this monster monopoly, and betrays the 
public—betrays the whole body of manufact- 
urers of steel and steel goods. Its action is 
scandalous, and should repudiated by 
every man in Congress Who has a face capa- 
ble of blushing for an act of infamy. 

— 


Ir was rather small in Mr. ‘Townshend, of 
this State, to oppose the proposition to retire 
Judge Hunt on his salary, on the ground 
that it is the latter’s duty to resign when he 
can no longer perform theservices for which 
he was appointed. No such inference is war- 
ranted by law or ethics. The Justices on the 
Supreme Bench are appointed for life at an 
annual salary, which is small in comparison 
with their responsibilities and expenses. The 
only provision for their retirement on pay is 
after they shali have served ten years and 
reached the age of 70. Judge Hunt has bro- 
ken down before the required term of service 
has expired. He is incapacitated from acting 
as Judge, but there is no obligation upon 
him to donate to the Government the salary 
to which he is entitled, and thus becom a 
dependent on others in his old age and 
infirmity. It would be niggardly in the 
Government to ask such a sacrifice of Judge 
Hunz or any other man in a similar position. 
It is well known that public welfare de- 
mands that Judge Hunt’s piace on the Su- 
preme Bench shall be filled by an active man, 
and it is false economy for the Government 
to hesitate a single day to continue his Sal- 
ary of. $10,000 a year for the privilege of 
conferring his place upon some one able to 
assist in clearing off the accumulation of 
business before the Supreme Court. After 
the passage of the act in simple justice to 
Judge Hunt, a general lawshould be adopted 
authorizing the retirement on full pay of 
every Sdpreme Judge who shall become per- 
manently disabled at any age or any period 
of his career. 


Tus National-Bank act provides, and has 
always provided, that it shall be unlawful

Nicholas, his third son, waded through a sea 
of the blood of his own subjects to the 
throne, embroiled all Europe in war, and 
was humbled at Alma and Inkermann, and 
his armies routed after his death at Sebasto- 
pol. Ue constituted himself the defender 
of legitimacy throughout the Continent of 
Europe. Despotism,” he observed, is the 
very essence of my government.” The fate of 
Alexander II., Paul's grandson, is matter of 
recent history. Notwithstanding the benef- 
icent acts of the. early part of his 
reign, his refusal to recognize the popu- 
lar demand for coustitutional govern- 
ment made him a refugee in his own 
Capital, and he fell a victim to 
tne rage of his discontented subjects, dying 
a violent death in the public street. Now 
that other descendant of Paul, the reign- 
ing Czar of all the Russias, moves from one 
royal prison to another behind the protection 
of serried Columns of soldiers, to save his 
own life and perpetuate the despotism” of 
Paul and Nicholas!

This case was decided at 
the November term in 1880, a little more than 
ayearago. It involved the question of the 
constitutionality of the court more directly 
than the case of Klokke vs. Dodge did. In 
passing upon the appeal on other grounds 
the Supreme Cgurt assumed the constitution- 
al existence of thé court below. If at that 
time it believed the Probate Court to be un- 
constitutional, and still permitted it for four- 
teen months to administer upon millions of 
property in this county, its conduct would be 
indefensible, 

As to the acquiescence of the Supreme 
Court and the effect of the growth of prop- 
erty rights in governing decisions of this 
nature, the Hon. Joseph E. Gary, Judge of 
the Superior Court of Cook County, whose

House of Representativés have reported a 
bill to patch the tariff by a wholesale in- 
crease of the tax on steel, Under the tariff 


as made in 1864 the duty on steel rails is $28 . 


per ton, or about W per cent on the foreign 
pfice. Under the same tariff steel in the 
form of blooms is taxed 4 per cent ad 
valorem, which is about $13 to $14 per ton. 
It is possible to import steel in blooms and 
by an easy process convert it into steel rails. 

But a combination of steel manufacturers 
in the United States purchased the English 
patent for manufacturing Bessemer steel in 
the United States. Having a monopoly of 
the American rightof making steel by that 
process, and being protected by a duty of $28 
per ton on steel rails, which averages nearly 
100 per cent, they secured the monopoly of 
making steel rails in thiscountry. During 
the year 1881 they manufactured one million 
of tons of steel rails, which they sold at the 
mills at 860 per ton. In the absence of this 
tax of $28 per ton these steel rails could have 
been sold in the United States at about $32 
per ton, The difference of at least 328,000,000 
on the million tons was so much bounty or 
gratuity voted by law to the holders of the 
patent-right monopoly. 

Until within a few years the manufacture 
of iron rails was a great industry in the 
United States. The mills manufactured all 
the rails used on the 70,000 miles of railway 
in this country. They were extensive estab- 
lishments im whieh great sums of capital 
were invested and the expendliture for labor 
was large. The disuse of iron rails bad, of 
course, the effect of breaking up the business 
of making iron rails in a hundred mills. 
But the owners of the iron-rail mills, being 
excluded by the puschased patent right and 
combined exclusive manufacturers of Bes- 
semer steel, began at once to import English 
steel blooms and rolling them into rails, and 
thus of conrse Interfering with the Bessemer 
patent-right monopoly eleven-mill combi- 
nation. They have thus been able to 
operate their mills and manufacture steel 
rails in spite of the eleven-mill monopoly. 
Every possible effort has been made to induce 
the Treasury Department to so construe the 
Tariff act as to make these steel Slooms pay 
duty as steel or as ingot steel rails. But

AN interesting feature of the dry goods 
and clothing trade of the country is the manner 
in which out-of-town houses are represented in 
the City of New York. There is scarcelilya firm 
of repute in the United States in these two great 
branches of commerce but bas either its resi- 
dent buyer or an office of some kindin the me- 
tropolis. The nature of the business is such 
that constant purchases must be made, and it is 
found most advantageous to maintain repre- 
sentatives at the chief entrepot, and thus secure 
the greatest benefit from the frequent and close 
fluetuations of the market. Take the clothing 
trade, for instance. We find that there are 1 
firms outside New York City with offices there, 
of which 66 have resident buyers. The distribu- 
tion of these ho throughout the United 
States is also peculiar. The West takes the lead, 
Onio having 46 to her credit, whve New York 
follows with the next highest number, 26, and 
Ininois falls fou low this, or 22. After III 
nois comes California, W of its chief clothing 
houses being represented in New York. In the 
Southern States Texas stands at the head, with 
33 firms represented, and Tennessee and Missouri 
next. with 16 and 10 respectively. There are ten 
States with only lto their credit, these being 
chiefly in New England and the South. In dry 
goods there are 4% out-of-town firms repre- 
sented in New York. Strange as it may appear 
the greatest number of these, 57, is credited to 
Texas, where there has within the past two 
years been an almost phenomenal growth of 
trade. The Southern States on the whole may 
be said to stand foremost in this particular 
feature of the trade, for we und 41 representa- 
tives accredited to Louisiana, 28 to Georgia, 27 
to Tennessee, 16 to Kentucky, 18 to South Caro- 
lina, 32 to Missouri, 13 to Mississippi, and 17 to 
Alabama. They stand out ia strong contrast 
against such Northern States as Massachusetts, 
7; Connecticut, 4; Pennyslvania, 7; New York 
however, baving 31. The West shows up in 
larger num ber—Ohio taking the lead with N. IIII- 
nois following with 26, Indiana with 16; lowa, 10: 
California, ; Michigan, 10; and New Mexico, 
Colorado, Oregon, Kansas, claiming from 1 to 5 
each. Two EKnogiish houses have representatives 
in New York, and so also have firms at both 
Aspinwali and Panama. There are 47 houses 
represented in the millinery trade, all of which, 
with only three or four exceptions, are in the 
Northern States. Business in New York is 
largely colonized, and it is comparatively easy 
for a dealer in any branch to buy goods within 
certain radii. Broadway is not quite so dfs- 
tinctive in this particular as are the cross 


stroota, and we find ary goods, clothing, ‘woolens, 


millinery, fancy goods scattered rather mis- 


cellaneously; but step into Franklin, Broome, 


Church.

The Adventures of a British Man-of- 
War Leeking for Buccaneer Morgan's 
Hidden BMeoty—Diamonds and Doub-

That Biset’s opera of Carmen is of the 
most popular of the plevcesin the re of 
an opera company was abundaagtiy proved last 
evening. Haverly’s Theatre was searcely large 
enough to contain the audience assembied to 
enjoy its rendition. With three such artists in 
the cast as Minnie Haus, Campanini, and Del 
Puente, with a strong, well- drilled chorus and a 
large and admirable orchestra, there was every 
reason to expect a rare treat in its per- 
formance. Nor was this anticipation dis- 
appointed. It may be doubted whether 
last nigut's performance has ever been surpassed 
bere.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks, notwithstanding some excellent sell- 
ing in the morning, were better. Foreign ex- 
change was weaker. It is said that the recent 
advance in foreign exchafife rates was caused 
by the mauipalations ot a desperate bear clique 
short several hundred thousand shares. They 
forced up the price of exchange, and, for the 
moral effect on the market, made one shipment 
ot gold. This they could afford to do ut a slight 
loss if it would help them to cover a large part 
of their shorts without loss or at a slight prodt. 
It is impossibie at this distance from the scene 
of operations to tell whether this gossip about 
the manipulation of the foreign exchange mar- 
ket is not well founded, but our New York 
dispatches have asserted it to be true. It is cer- 
tain that the New York money market is easy. 
The offerings by New York lenders of funds in 
Chicago. as described beiow, prove this, and this 
condition of the loan market must be carefully 
considered in calculating the future of prices.

BROILING AND FRYING. 


Another Interesting Lecture by Mrs. 
Kuma FP. Ewing-—-Mow to Cook a 
Steak and Build an Omelet—A Word 
for the Despised Frying- Pau. 

Mrs. Emma P. Ewing lectured yesterday 
morning at Park Institute on “ Broiling and 
Frying.” The cook of today, she said, had no 
occasion to sigh for the old-time method of 
broiling, as the wire broiler, which can be held 
in the hand and turned at pleasure, is a grout 
improvement on the cumbersome four-footed 
gridiron which bad to be placed over a bed of 
hot coals and have the article to be broiled 
turned occasionally with a fork. With one of 
these common wire broilersany article of food 
can be broiled over the fire ina range or cook- 
stove in about as perfect a manner as possible. 
The following directions were to be observed:

Batrus Craeuk, Mich., Jan. 2%.—Henry Willis, 
the originator of the Michigan Ship Canal, and 
who is now in Wasbington working with all the 
zéal of prime mauhood to have Congress take 
uction io favor of His pet scheme, is an old resi- 
dent of this city. He is over & years of age, and 
is stili working with all the persistency and eu- 
terprise of a young men. Many have ridiculed 
and doubted the possibility of bis last scheme— 
the canal from Saugatuck by way of the Kala- 
mazoo River to Detroit—yet their obstacics have 
not dampened his ardor. and he is still working 
and spending thousands of dollars from his owa 
purse in forwarding this public scheme for 
which he never expects to realize any returns. 
He bas another hearing before the Commit- 
tee on Railways and Canals of Congress 
this week, when he will present plans and 
specifications, and estimates ot the cost of its 
construcuon. The canal is to be 110 feet in 
width at the top and 80 fect at the bottom, and 
of depth sufficient to allow of the passage 
of vessels of 1,500 tons burden. He proposes 
to have only six or eight locks the entire length 
of it, and by it to shorten' the distance from Chi- 
cago to Liverpool fully 500 miles. He claims 
that it can be constructed Yor $5,000,000 by util- 
izing the Kalamazoo River, so that only 199 
miles of canal would have to be built. The needs 
of the proposed cawal for lockage of water at 
the summit is figured at 40,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute, while the lakes and streams in 
that vicinity wil) supply fully 164.000 cubic feet 
— minute. Mr. Willis bas had large experience 
n the construction of many public works, bav- 
tug been ove of the builders of the Pennsylvania 
Central Kailroad, Superintendent of the oid 
Portage Kaliroad across the Aileghenies, and in 
1837 a Superintendent of the Michigan Central. 
For ten years past he bas been working for the 
construction of this canal, delivering lectures ou 
its necessity and utility and its lessening of the 
cost of freight, leaving nothing unsaid or un- 
done which be thought would render the public 
in favor of his enterprise.

Letter-Carriers’ Waces. 
To the Editor of The Uliicago Tribuna. 
CmO. Jan. 25.—Under existing laws, that 
of Feb. 3, 1879, regulating the pay of letter-car- 
in the Cities of New York, Baltimore, De- 
troif, Cincinnati, Brooklyn, Pittsburg, Boston, 
Cleveland, St. Louis; Washington, Chicago, and 
Philadelphia is divided into three grades, first 
class,second class, and third or auxiliary class; 
the first class receiving salary per annum of§1,000, 
the second class $3800, and third eiass $400. By 
reason of the following proviso in Sec. (of said 
act—to wit: That at no time shall the number 
of carriers in the first class receiving the maxi- 
mum salary of $1,000 be more than two-thirds or 
less than one-haif of the whole number of car- 
riers actually in service ip the city in which they 
are emptoyed,” the second and third class car- 
riers are dependent upon casualties such as 
death, resignation, dismissal, or inerease of the 
force to oecasion a vacancy for their promotion. 
Under this vrovisd, according to the average 
vacancies occurring in the higher grades, the 
last of their number will not have received pro- 
motion for at least ten years, or possibly fifteen 
years. For the relief of these ciasses Gen. 
Bingham, the Chairman. of Post-Office and 
Post- Roads Committee of the House ot Repre- 
— has iutroduoed House- bill 1,407, which 
reads: 


Appointments of letter-carricrs in cities having two 
or more classes shall be nmde to the class having the 
minimum rate ot pay, and promotions from the iower 
des in said cities shall

Now, if House bill 1,407 should become a law it
